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THE NEW SEASON’S TEA. 

Telegrams from Hong Kong have been daily received during 
the week in five hours. The P. and 0. Company’s steamer dus- 
tralian is reported leaving Hong Kong on the 9th inst., with 
1,800 tons new season’s Hankow Tea, and 800 bales Silk. She 
also brings the usual mails, which will be landed at Suez for 
Brindisi, and the vessel will come through the Canal on to 
Southampton. 

Advices have also been received of the departure from Hankow 
and Shanghai of the Ulysses (since reported onshore in the Yang- 
tsze), Eri King, Craigforth, Lord of the Isles, Cheops, Enterprise, 
Argonaut and Diomed steamers. 

It is known that some of these vessels are not full, and that the 
rate of freight is £5 to £6 per ton 40 feet from Hankow. The 
Danube, from Canton, £4. The Australia $30 paid there. The 
advices regarding the course of prices and settlements at [lankow 
are unreliable, as also the opening of the Silk market at Shanghai 
on a basis of 23s. 6d. for Red Peacock.

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COMPLETION OF THE CHINA CABLE. 

“Tr is impossible to conceive anything that the Chinese 
“have not known for ages before our time!” Such was the 
almost despairing exclamation of good Bishop WitKins— 
CroMWELL's brother-in-law, and TiLLoTson’s step-father— 
when he “found that his theory for the universal medium 
for the communication of ideas” had been anticipated by 
the disciples of Conructus from time immemorial Wr- 
KINS'S idea was “a language that may consist only of tanes 
and musical notes without any articulate sound ;” and the 
disappointment he expressed was caused by the discovery 
that this is the leading principle of the Chinese language ; 
because, while the lettera of our alphabet are mere symbols 
of sounds, the Chinese characters are symbols of ideas, and 
alike intelligible to the people of Cochin China, Japan, aud 
half-a-dozen surrounding nations, with those of China itself. 
If our noble pioneer of religious toleration had lived in the 
present day, he would, however, have been obliged to confess 
himself mistaken in assigning the priority of invention in 
everything to the Chinese; for the Submarine Telegraph, 
which has just brought us a message from the Flowery Land 
in five hours, is most certainly an European discovery which 
must take the Asiatics considerably by surprise. It is, how- 
ever, an accomplished, and we may now aay, literally an 
every-day fact, that in a few hours we may know everything 
that concerns us in China. On Monday last we in Cornhill 
knew as much of Saturday’s quotations, markets, exchauges, 
&e., &c., in Hong Kong as the most watchful merchant. At 
the same moment Mincivg-lane was made aware of the fuct 
that the P. and O. steamer Australia was putting out of Houg 
Xong harbour with about 1,800 tons of new season teas from 
Haukow ; “ Luoyp's ” learned, to a keel, the risks that it had 
escaped and those which it had begun to incur, by the list of 
arrivals and departures. 

At the moment when we are sharing the general enthu- 
siasm at the completion of this latest triumph of science, we 
must not forget to pay our homble tribute of gratitude to 


‘those who have devoted their energies and capital to confer 


so enormons a boon on the Western World. The influence 
of the China Submarine Telegraph on our commercial and 
political relations with the Far East is too apparent to need 
any attempt to describe it ; and we sincerely hope that all to 
whom we are indebted for conducting this grenc enterprise 
to a successful issue will find a substantial reward for their 
public spirit. 





THE CHINESE DESPATCH. 

Ir affords us great satisfaction to record the relief with 
which we have read tho Circular so long auxiously expected, 
and which has at length been presented to Parliament, an 
official translation of the copy addressed to the French 
Minister having been obtained through the courtesy of the 
French Government, our own Foreign Office being still with- 
out the one referred to in Mr. Wabe’s telegram. We have 
so often dwelt on this important fuct that it is unnecessary 
to do more than refer to it, now that the document itself 
comes before us for examination. We have no doubt but 
that the French Government will be equally ready to give 
us a copy of their reply. After perusing the contents of the 
Circular, two remarkable characteristics of it suggest them- 
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elves to our mind. One is the extraordinary firmness of 
she style ; the other, the impression it gives that it is in- 
tended to apply almost exclusively to the French and to 
Roman Catholics. So strongly marked is this last, that, 
if we were not compelled by Mr. Wave's telegram to believe 
that a copy must have been received by him, we should be 
inclined to think it possible that the Circular had not been 
addressed to the British Minister, and was not meant to 
refer to Protestant missionaries at all. 


The Circular sets out with a brief sketch of the introduc- 
tion and early progress of Roman Catholicism in China. The 
first Catholic missionaries were then recognised as the literati 
of the West ; and, the Circular proceeds, “ The greater part of 
“the conversions took place at that time among respectable 
“people. On the other hand, since the conclusion of the 
“Treaties took place (1860), the majority of the converts 
“are persons without virtue; so that that religion, whose 
“ object is to exhort men to virtue, no longer enjoys any 
* consideration.” The italics are, of course, our own, but the 
language of the official translator would seem to indicate 
that the Circular designedly excluded Protestantism from the 
reproach which it ascribes to Catholicism. It is indeed the 
gravamen of the whole document that low and dangerous 
characters, “ veteran rebels, beyond the pale of the law, ama- 
“teurs in intrigue, seek a refuge in the church and lean 
‘upon her influence in order to commit disorders.” The 
animosity of the people has thus been excited to frenzy, and, 
the Circular adds, “ They are in general unaware of the differ- 
“ence between Protestantism and Catholiciam, and confound 
“the two religions under the same denomination, so that, 
“when troubles break out, foreigners residing in China are 
“all exposed to the same dangers.” Nothing could be clearer 
than this, if we could-accept it as sincere. Unfortunately, 
however, here lies the difficulty. 


The eight articles of the Circular may be shortly described 
as requiring (1) the registration of all children received into 
Catholic orphanages ; (2) the prohibition of women from 
teaching religion ; (3) that the missionaries should teach 
their own religion without disparaging that of the natives ; 
(4) that the fact of a man’s being a convert to Christianity 
does not denationalise him, and consequently gives the mis- 
sionaries no right to interfere in shielding him from the laws 
of his country ; (5) that the passports of missionaries should 
be limited to the precise scene of their labours; (6) that 
missionaries should not be permitted to make converts of 
criminals, or persone who have been convicted of crime ; (7) 
that the missionaries should take rank with the native literati, 
and conform to the same strict rules of ceremony which that 
class is compelled to observe in its communications with the 
mandarins, &o.; and (8) that missionaries must obtain a 
Government licence befure purchasing ground and building a 
chapel on it, or conducting Divine service anywhere. 


As we have observed, there is nothing in any of these ar- 
ticles which would appear to be directed against Protestants 
—if we could but believe that they had been framed in a spirit 
of sincerity. This, however, as our readers must have anti- 
cipated, we are unable todo. We look upon the Circular 
before us as merely addressed pro forma to the French Go- 
vernment, because the French Government happened at the 
time to be the only Government that was in a state of utter 
chaos and defencelessness—being, in fact, no Government at 
all. We do not know in what way our French neighbours, 
now that, as we all hope, they have restored order at home, 
may be disposed to accept or resist those propositions in the 
Circular which refer exclusively to them. For our own part 
we can see none that can give a Protestant missionary a feel- 
ing of anything but relief and comparative security. The 
demand that his passport shall be restricted to the scene of 
his labours is the only point that touches him—and this, as 
he cannot fail to see, is his greatest safeguard, since it will 
circumscribe within the narrowest ascertainable limit the 
locality wherein he can be attacked. As for the clause 
about “ women preaching religion,” thank Heaven, we have 
none that do so controvert the great apostle’s injunction. 
Our missionary’s wife, if she accompanies her husband to 
China or India, as she always does, busies herself with acts 
of benevolence and good example. She doesn’t want to preach 
for the simple reason that she practises. She does not make 
any foolish vows of continence because she is perfectly cer- 
tain that she was meant to be the helpmate of a good man 
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engaged in a noble work. And, so far from missionaries’ 
wives being endangered by such objections to nuns as are 
enunciated in the Circular, we can call to miud one instance 
in which a missionary’s wife was so adored by the natives 
among whom her husband had laboured—the many whom 
he had not converted, as well as the few whom he had— 
that, on becoming a widow, the whole village besought her 
to remain among them ; and, when she could find it in her 
heart to stay no longer from her friends, helped greatly, out 
of their small means, to pay her passage home! Such are 
the Heathen—when they are kindly treated, and not mis- 
guided by their rulers. 





THE CONDITION OF JAVA. 


Te last mail from Java brought news of general interest- 
The newspapers describe disturbances at Pekalongan, and 
give rumours of similar affairs at Grobogan. According to 
the Batavia Handelsblad, the latter are more serious thau is 
stated in the official Java Courant. It is somewhat reassur- 
ing to note that none of these reported movements seem 
sufficiently strong to authorise any apprehensions on the part 
of the Government, though an article in the Locomotif, 
somewhat ominously entitled “Spots on the Sun,” is by no 
means calculated to increase the respect for Dutch rule in 
Java. The drift of this article is the general carelessness of 
the officials, and the dangerous spread of fanaticism among 
the native population, which it may require strong measures 
to suppress. It is rumoured that everywhere in the Archi- 
pelago the increasing number of Hadjis remains unchecked, 
while nothing is done to promote the instruction of the 
lower classes, and the Government is slow to confer on na- 
tives the privilege of holding land. The Education and the 
Land questions are, as our readers are aware, the immediate ob- 
jects of the Reform party. Thie unsatisfactory state of things 
is not improved by the flippant tone of part of the Javanese 
press. 


The prosperity of Java is at least questionable. The 
European population is clearly decreasing. In 1866 there 
were 29,132 Europeans in Java; in 1867 there were but 
28,695 ; and in 1868 the number had still further fallen to 
21,466—showing a decrease of more than twenty-five per 
cent. in four years. Official reports of the number of Euro- 
peans in Java have been, with doubtful discretion, withheld 
since the last year quoted ; but there is a general belief that 
they have continued to decrease during these three years of 
official silence. The receipts from import and export duties 
are equally unsatisfactory. In 1844 they amounted to 
f.7,827,347, in 1858 to £.7,104,977, and in 1868 to no more 
than f.6,215,890. These figures are certainly an eloquent 
commentary on the “ progress” of the island, which we should 
like to see counteracted for the sake of all interested, for we 
are told that the native population is as discontented as the 
European. The error of the Dutch Government appears to 
be a general tampering with questions of the most vital and 
urgent importance. They content themselves with half- 
measures, delays, and promises, when they should grapple 
with facts. It is true that the Home Government is nomi- 
nally Liberal, but nevertheless it is generally doubted whether 
the Minister, Herr Van Bossz, will be less wavering than 
his predecessors, though everyone is persuaded that, withoat 
free trade and free labour, the restoration of our former pros- 
perity is out of the question. This Minister has certainly 
pledged himself to give the natives the privilege of being 
landowners, and he is believed to be opposed to the differen- 
tial system ; but everyone is asking, “ Will he set himself re- 
“ solutely to the task of abolishing that concrete of monopolies, 
“the Dutch Trading Company?” The time has arrived 
when the expiring contract between the Government and 
this relic of the past must be either superseded or renewed. 
This engrossing question must be settled in the next few 
months, but there is a general apprehension that, Liberal as 
the Government professes to be, and great as is the majority 
at its back, it will shrink from the course which the pros- 
perity of the colony demands—namely, the abrogation of 
the present monopoly, and the licensing the independent 
sale of all produce in the Indian or other markets, instead 
of cramping commerce and discouraging capitalists by com- 
pelling everything to pass through the medium of the Dutch 


Company. 
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THE SEIZURE OF THE RICKMERS. 

Iw our last issue we gave translations from articles which 
have appeared in the Hamburg Borsenhalle on the seizure of 
the Sophia and Robert Rickmers, which, we shall be able to 
show, contain @ vast amount of error. In the first place it 
‘was announced, and well-understood, that the French would 
oonsider a good prize any vessel captured under a neutral 
flag, if such vessel had been transferred from a subject of 
the belligerent Power to that of a neutral after the Declara- 
tion of War. Such was the case in these two vessels, and, 
consequently, our Government could not interfere on behalf 
of the so-called British owner. The case of the Arrow is 
entirely different from the above, and not exactly as stated 
in the Borsenhalle. She was sailing under a Colonial Re- 
gister, under an Ordinance No. 4, which passed the Legisla- 
tive Council on 3rd March, 1855, approved by Her Masesty’s 
Government on the 30th November, 1855. The Register 
granted to the Arrow was dated the 27th September, 1855, 
and as far as is known the vessel had complied with all the 
provisions of the thirteen sections of the Ordinance ; of which 
Beotion X. is to this effect :—“ Duration of register to be for 
‘one year, and renewable by endorsement on the same. 
“ The Register to be deposited one week before the expiration 
“ of the year, or if the vessel be at sea, then on her return to 
“ the waters of Hong Kong.” 

Mr. Acting-Consul Parkes, in a despatch, wrote :— Yau 
* has no complaint against the vessel, nor does he im- 
“peach her character or occupation, but himself (Y EH) 
“ bears testimony (through his witness, Woo-a-Fun) to the 
“ regularity of the trade in which she is engaged. I should 
“ have mentioned that the Arrow is well known as a trader 
to the legal ports. She entered from Macao with rice on 
* the 3rd inst. (October, 1856), reported her arrival at the 
“ Consulate, and deposited her papers, which have remained 
“to this time in my possession.” The vessel had not 
been in Hong Kong waters since the Ist of September ; 
therefore, in accordance with Clause X., the register had 
not expired when the crew was forcibly taken away from 
the vessel during the absence of the captain, who was 
an European. Further, she had not smuggled salt, but 
brought a legal cargo, been duly entered in the Cus- 
tom-house, and her papers were deposited with the Consul, 
sccording to Article XVII. of the Supplementary Treaty, 
and permission to discharge her cargo had been granted by 
the Custom-house. The China Mail of 11th December, 
1856, gives the history of the lorcha Arrow, and says :— 
“ Asan evidence of the truth of the above statements, the 
“ documents bearing reference to it have been placed in our 
“ bands for the inspection of any person who may feel inte- 
“rested in the matter.” . . . Yuu, at first, maintaived 
that the vessel was a Chinese vessel, because she had been 
built by Chinese workmen ; but, in his letter to Admiral 
Seymour, he says:—“It was not known at the time 
“ my executive went to seize persons on board her that the 
“ lorcha was a foreign one.” 

To short, all the evidence on this matter, including the 
@orrespondence laid before Parliament, prove that the vessel 
was legally flying the English flag, and, therefore, entitled to 
its protection ; no charge of smuggling or other illegal 
aots was brought against her by the Chinese Government or 
others. Yen and his minions maintained that the vessel 
belonged to one Soo-a-Kina, while the real owner was a Com- 
pradore, a resident and Crown lessee of Hong Kong, named 
“Foona-a-Mina,” in whose name the register was. The 
Mandarin who ordered the hauling down the flag said, on 
the occasion, “This is a Chinese vessel, for there is no 
foreigner on board in command”—the captain at the 
time being on shore to fetch his papers froin the Con: 
sulate. Wo certainly sympathise with the owners of the 
Rickmers, but we cannot allow that there is any comparison 
with the case of the lorcha Arrow. The bombardment of 
Oanton was not ordered solely on account of the Arrow; it 
Was simply the last affront that Sir Joan Bowrina made a 
determined stand against. It is well known to residents in 
China at that time that the insolence of the Governor-Gene- 
ral, Yeu, had become unbearable. Our Treaty rights were being 

ily ignored, in addition to the standing grievance of refusal 
to enter into the city of Canton. It is idle to contend that 
we went to war solely for the lorcha Arrow. Our list of 
grievances had reached that “point beyond which forbear- 
@nce ceased to be a virtue.” 
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Weaunderstand that an interview was granted by Lord 
GRANVILLE to Mr. Hog Marueson on the subject of the 
“ Chinese despatch,” at which his Lordship stated that he 
would not be able to state the views of H.M. Government on 
the despatch until its receipt from Mr. Wang, and conse- 
quently a deputation at the present time would be useless. 
The only daily paper which at present has noticed the de- 
spatch is the Globe. We give this in another column. 
By advices from Washington we hear that the United 
States Government have conveyed to their Minister at Pe- 
king the following instructions for bis guidance :—“ Any 
“ violation of the rights of our citizens, and any violation of 
“our Treaty rights may cause a change in the traditional 
“ policy of the United States Government in their inter- 
“ course with China.”

THE STATE AND CLAIMS OF HONG KONG. 

We are indebted to a gentleman of long experience in this 
colony for the facts from which we condense the following state- 
ments. Having regard to the national utility—we might almost 
say the national dependence—of Hong Kong, it certainly seems 
most unfair that the cost of any part of the military establish- 
ment should be borne by this one small colony, simply be- 
cause it is the corner-stone of our position in China, Hong 
Kong can ill afford the drain of £20,900 a-year for the sake of 
preserving the security of other stations, which are constantly 
endangered, while contributing nothing to their defence, the 
place which pays being the most secure of all. Perhaps our cor- 
respondent’s remarks may elicit the opinions of others interested 
in the subject :— 

If we turn to the report of the Select Committee of 1847 concerning 
the propriety of supporting the colony of Hong Kong by Parliamentary 
grant, we find the result of its deliberations comprised in the brief sea- 
tence, “ Nor do we think it right that the burden of maintaining that 
which is rather a post for general influence, and the protection of the 
general trade in the China seas, than a culony in the ordinary sense, 
should be thrown in any great degree on the merchants or other persens 
who may be resident on it.” 

In the following session Mr. Hawes, then Under Secretary for the 
Colonies, protested ugainst the charge brought against Hong Kong that 
it was an “ extravagant” settlement, and showed that, while its income 
was increasing, ite expenditure was decreasing ; and added his opinion 
thut Hong Kong was an important station, and was maintained for 
the protection of our trade, and not for the sake of patronaze; and it 
could only be upheld by the aid of a naval and military foree. But it 
was not fair to charge that expenditure upon the colony. Indeed, he 
might remark that it they had no colonies they would still be obliged to 
maintain a large fleet and a considerable force for the general protection 
of trade and coinmerce; 80 wnen hon. gentlemen spoke of the packet 
service in connection with our colonies, be must protest against the infe- 
rence, because it was clear that that service must be maintained, whe- 
ther they had colonies or not. The rule which he would venture to lay 
down was, that as soon as a colony had arrived at that amount of popu- 
lation, aud attained that amount of intelligence which could furnish the 
materials for goo:l government, that then it was the bounden daty of a 
Secretary of State to grant local self-government. 

Two years later, on the vote of £20,0UU for the establishment of Hong 
Kong being opposed by the Hon. Mr. Scott, who wished to reduce it to 
£15,000, Lord Palmerston said it was a muiake to look at Hong Kong 
in the same light as other colonies. It should not be considered merely 
as a colony, but as a post fur the support of our trade with China wene- 
rally. When he framed the instructions to Sir Henry Pottinger, who 
went to China with a view to the treaty which he was to conclude, and 
afterwards did (with verbul alterations) conclude, it was his (Lord 
Palmerston’s) duty to obtain information fron every pessible quarter, 
anid he saw people from all parts who had any knowledge of Chins, past 
or present, and among others trom whom he received valuable infurma - 
tion was Sir George Staunton, who wus not then in the House. Two 
things were pressed upon him as of the utmost importance, one was that 
access should be obtained to a large number of ports in China, and that 
our intercourse should not be confined to Canton; and next, that some 
insular position should be established on the coa-t of China, Chaosan 
wus at first fixed on, but it was found to be too far up, 
aud objectionable on account of the influence of the ‘“ mon- 
soon,” so Hong Kong was chosen. So strong was the opinion as to 
the importance of an Insular position, that many persons doubted 
whether it would not be equivalent to admission into other ports besides 
Cunton. We had got both. Hong Kong, therefore, was not to be com 
sidered merely in relation to the trade of that port, although his hon. 
friend had shown that it was increasing, the tonaaye of which amoan ed 
to 293,000 in the last year, being 64,000 more than the year before 5 
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but it was to be looked upon asa place whence naval and military assist- 
ance might be derived to support the merchants trading in the different 
Chinese ports. Those who knew what was going on in China were aware 
that our position in Canton was not very satisfactory, and that there was 
afeeling of hostility towards us. It was important that the merchants 
there should have at hand British support to which they could look for 
assistance. Hong Kony was important not merely as regarded its com- 
merce, but for its protection to commerce, and was selected on account 
of its insular position. 

The objections of Mr. Scott and his friends were founded on a pam- 
phlet entitled ‘* Statements and Suggestions Concerning Hong Kong,’’ 
the object of which was alleged to be to rid Parliament of a pecuniary 
burden,” meaning the grant in aid of the expenses of the Civil Govern- 
ment, and to vest the funds ina municipal body with a legal adviser. 
Theauthor of thispamphlet, however, admitted that “as regarded the mili- 
tary, if it were indispensable to maintain something Imperial, that would 
be amply secured by the troops and ships of war, which must always make 
Hong Kong their head quarters in China. It is for the sake of the 
general trade and of British influence in China, not in Hong Kong, 
that these forces are kept up.” 

About the same period the present Chancellor of the Exchequer made 
a remarkable speech at the meeting of the Colonial Reform Association. 
Mr. Lowe then made a complaint, concerning the justice of which little 
doubt can exist. “The greatest amount of political feeling and public 
feeliag,” he said, ‘‘is enlisted in the ‘colonies ayainst the centralising 
power of the Colonial Office. The question of questions in the 
colonies is not the form of their internal policy, but the management 
of their own local affairs by thelr own local authorities.” And he added. 
“They (the colonists) feel so hampercd and restricted by the system 
prevailing in the Colonial Office, that I do not overstate the general 
feeling when I say, that it would be more acceptable to the Australian 
colonies if the Governor of each colony were armed with absolute exe- 
cutive and legislative power,—that such a Government if attended with 
the delegation of full authority to settle at once, upon the spot, all local 
questions, would be more acceptable than the freest system of Govern- 
ment which the ingenuity of man could devise, clogged with the re. 
strictions and hampered with the interventions to which the present 
mode of colonial administration is subject.” 

As regards the composition of Legislative Councils, where the nominees 
of Government and office holders under it must vote with the Go. 
vernor, Mr. Lowe said (speaking from his own experience in the 
colonies) :—“‘ If I voted with the Government, I was in danger of being 
reproached, as I have been on one or two occasions, as a mere tool of 
‘the Government, and not, according to the theory of the constitution, 
acting for the colony at large; and if I took the opposite course and 
voted with the Opposition, as I did upon most questions, and upon none 
more heartily than upon that relating to district councils, I was re- 
proached by the officials asa traitor to the Government. In fact I 
was in this position—if I voted with the Government I was taunted 
with being a ‘slave,’ and if I voted against them I was taunted with 
being a ‘ traitor.’” : 

Mr. Gladstone, who then sat for Oxford University, said, in the debate 
on the New Zealand Bill in 1852 :—‘‘ Departing from the principles of 
former days, you have implanted a principle, if not of absolute, yet of 
comparative feeblencss in your distant settlements. You have brought 
upon yourselves enormous expense, and, by depriving them of the ful- 
ness of political freedom, you have deprived them of the greatest attrac- 
tion which they could possibly hold out to the best part of your popula- 
tion to emigrate; becanse Englishinen do not wish to emigrate to 
conntrics where they cannot enjoy the political franchises which they 
enjoy at home, and where the regulation of their interests will be committed 
to the hands of a Government which, however mild and equitable, must 
still be called despotic. The system which I recommend, which I am 
certuinly convinced will gain ground from year to year in the feel- 
ings and convictions of this country, is the system on which the 
whole of that great and wonderful operation of colonising North 
America was conducted—the system which Mr. Burke studied, 
examined, andl comprehended from top to bottom, and which he 
described in his great speech on American taxation, when he warned 
the Parliament against the erroneous and destructive consequences 
of attempting to establish administrative power over their distant 
dependencies, or to extract from them some miserable and con- 
temptible pecuniary benefit. The by-laws of Liverpool or London are 
not sent to the Secretary for the Home Department to be kept for two 
years considering whether they are to be carried into effect or not. but 
they go into operation at ounce, or are laid aside, as is found expedient ; 
and our system would be as bad us that of Turkey if it were not so. [ 
must say the degenerate and degrading ideas we now have of retaining 
the substance of colonial patronage partly, and still more the name, in 
this country were totally unknown to your ancestors six generations ago. 
Thus, in fact, the principles on which our colonial administration was 
once conducted have been reversed, and our colonies have come to be 
looked upon as states. I will suy, that when we look at the constitu~ 
tions we have given of late years to our colonies, the acts we have passed, 
the difficulties we have had with them, and the millions we have paid 
for the suppression of insurrections, and when we see that 200 years ago 
a system conceived in another spirit was carried out by our forefathers, 
we cannotd raw the contrast without a blash upon our faces.” 


THE CHINESE DESPATCH. 
(GLOBE. ) 

Trouble is certainly brewing in China. Our Ministers may be 
lulled into the sleep of a false security by the peaceful assevera- 
tions of Mr. Wade, whose roseate-hued picture of the Celestials is 
exciting mingled gratulation and incredulity. But others equally 
well-informed on affairs in China affirm that matters are hastening 
on to the goal of a war of extermination against foreigners. ‘The 
Chinese are becoming bold, as the European Powers, which for- 
merly held them in check, are becoming impotent and imperturb- 
able by events abroad. We offer no prediction as to the future course 
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of events in China ; but the Chinese Government has now pre- 
sented its first ultimatum to the European Powers, and it remains 
to be seen what development this new phase of the Chinese pro- 
blem will assume. ‘The mysterious Circular of the Chinese Go- 
vernment, which has been the source of much apprehension, is now 
before Parliament, and from this it appeare that the crusade is 
first made against the missionaries—chiefly Roman Catholic French 
—established in China. A more flaming incitement to popular 
wrath could hardly have been penned. The European mission- 
aries are accused of all imaginable offences, whereby their presence 
has become odious, and the case for their extermination is thus 
put forward :— 

The Prince and the members of the Yamen fear in all sincerity lest, 
after the arrangement of the Tientsin affair, the animosity of the igaoe 
rant Christians of the Empire should take a more decided tone of inso~ 
lent bluster, that the bitterness of the popular resentment should in- 
crease, and that so much accumulated bad feeling, causing a sudden ex- 
plosion, should bring about a catastrophe. It would then be no longer 
possible for the local authorities, nor for the high provincial function- 
aries, nor even for the Taung-li Yamen, to assert their authority. In 
the event of a general rising in China, the Emperor will be able to ap- 
point high dignitaries to order them to assemble everywhere imposing 
forces; but the greatest rigour does not reach the masses, and when 
their anger manifests itself, there are persons who refuse to yield their 
heads to the executioner. Then, when the evil becomes irremediable, 
and when the wish we all have to preserve so great interests will no 
longer be effectual, the men who direct the international affairs of Ching 
and of Europe will not be suffered to decline the responsibility which 
falls on them. In short, in the direction of affaira, the important point 
in China, as in Europe, is to satisfy opinion. If, failing in this daty, 
oppression and violence are employed, a geueral rising will at last take 

lace. 

? They are not permitted to place themselves in a kind of exceptional 
independence, to show themselves recalcitrant to the authority of the 
Government and of the officiuls, to attribnte to themselves powers which 
do not belong to them, to injure the reputation of men, to oppress the 
people, to asperse the doctrine of Confucius, by which they give ground 
for the suspicions, the resentments, and the indignation of the masses. 
Tho missionaries must submit themselves, like everybody, to the antho= 
rity of the local officials ; and the Christian Chinese must, in every case, 
be treated according to the common law. Except the expense of 
theatrical solemnities and of the worship of local protecting divinities 
from which they are dispensed from contributing to, the Christians 
cannot escape the requisitions and forced labour, and are constrained to 
accept, like everybody else, the charges imposed by the local administra- 
tion. With stronger reason they cannot refuse to pay, in their integrity, 
the land taxes and the rents, nor can the tmiasionaries advise them and 
support them in infringing the common law. In the case in which mis- 
sionaries allow themselves to be mixed up in affairs beyond their provines, 
the local authorities ought to send their verbal or written communics- 

tions to the high provincial functionaries, who will refer them in their 

turn to the Teung-li-Yamen, in order that a decision may be eventually 

taken as to the repatriation of these same missionaries. In the case 
where Christians in suits respecting matrimonial alliances or property in 
land plume themselves upon their position of Christians to invoke the 
intervention of the missionaries, they will be severely punished by the 
authorities. 

Chinese and foreigners living together ought to be governed by the 
sane laws, For example, if a man kills another, he ought to be pan- 
ished, if a Chinaman, according to the Chinese law; if he is a fo- 
reigner, according to the law of his country. In thus acting, order will 
reign; it matters litt'e the manner in which the Chinese or foreigners 
treat the case; punishment is all that is necessary. But that punish- 
ment once inflicted, they must not come and claim indemnities, and 
above all they must not seek the soi-disant abettor of the crime to exact 
from him a certain sum. It belongs to the local authorities to adjadi- 
cate on the differences which may arise between the Christians and the 
people. If it is a Pagan who hus committed wrongs against a Christian, 
he ought to be punished more or less severely, according to the gravity 
of the fault; similarly if it is a question of a Christian accused by @ 
Pagan. The official ought to adjudicate with the most perfect justice, 
and the greatest impartiality. If a Christian conducts himself altoge- 
ther contrary to the Jaws, the local authority takes evidence; and if 
some one accuses this Christian, the latter is seized and judged. But 
the missionarics must not then come forward to defend him, and excal- 
pate him. If the case arises of a missionary preventing a Christian giv- 
ing himself up to the commands of the authority, the Christian alone 
ought not to be punished, but also the missionary, or at least he ought 
to be sent back to his own country, : 

They ought not to make use of seals, the use of which Is reserved 
for functionaries alone. It is not allowed them to send despatches to @ 
Yamen, whatever may be their importance. If, however, for an urgent 
matter it should be absolutely necessary to write, they may do it ; bat 
taking good care not to speak of matters beyond the subject, and making 
use, like people belonging to the class of literates, of the Sing-tieh (pe- 
tition). When the missionaries visit a great mandarin, they must ob- 
serve the same ceremonies as those exacted from the literates ; if they 
visit a mandarin of inferior rank, they must also conform to the cus- 
tomary ceremonies, They must not unceremoniously go into the 
yamens, 

What is of not less importance, the Chinese Government would 
exercise a sort of confiscatory right over all property bought by 
missionaries for Church purposes; and, on the Chile: the eight 
articles of this Chinese Government Circular doubtless prove what 
is the chief contention, ‘‘ the impossibility of Christians and non- 
Christians living together harmoniously” in China under the pro- 
posed régime. ‘I’o judge alone from Mr. Wade's despatch to 
Granville, dated March 29 last, and just issued from the Foreign 
Office, one might infer that there is not the slightest ground for 
apprehension. Quiet everywhere ; order supreme; toleration, but 
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little love—such, according to Mr. Wade, were the characteristics 
two or three months ago of every part of China penetrated by the 
European. But did Lord Granville ever hear of the calm which 
prveeiss the storm? In one significant statement Mr. Wade 

ys down a portentous hypothesis. “If the assumption be cor- 
rect,” he says, ‘‘ that the people heretofore well-disposed are every- 
where becoming hostile to the foreigner, the foreigner must elect 
shortly either to conquer the country or to leave it.” This is un- 
questionably the issue, but Mr. Wade perceives * no indication of 
such a change.” What stronger “indication ” is needed than that 
in the action of the Chinesa Government, which is now intensify - 
ing the hatred of the Chinese population towards all Europeans 
trading or residing in the country ?

[We have received the following important communication from Mr. 
Hugh M. Matheson, which will be read with interest at the present time. 
From his thorough knowledge of the subject, there is no one more able 
to form a correct judgment upon the exact bearings of the despatch 
which has caused so much anxiety to the friends of missions to China] :— 

I have been exceedingly relieved by the presentation to Parliament 
yesterday of the circular of the Chinese Government on the subject of 
missions, communicated by the Frenc-h Charge d'Affaires. An examina- 
tion of this document leads me strongly to believe that it is the only 
communication on the subject issued by the Chinese at the present 
time, and that it is owing to incorrect and exaggerated reports of its 
contents, received at first by telegraph, and subsequently in brief out- 
line in the China newspapers, that so much uneasiness and anxiety has 
lately been caused to the friends of Christian missions. 

The circular is in the form of a note, addressed by the Prince Kung 
and the members of the Yamen to the representative of the French 
Government in China, and points out the difficulties which have arisen 
in China from the methods adopted by the Roman Catholic priest- 
hood in propagating their faith, and very specially from the practice 
which hus grown up among them of interfering to shield thelr converts 
or adherents from the just operation of Chinese laws. The members 

~ of the Yamen are alarmed lest the people at large should be roused 

" Dbeyony the power of restraint to animosity against the Catholics, and 
through them against other foreigners. ‘ At this moment,” they say, 
** the animosity of the people, already decp, degenerates gradually into 
a hate, which at length reachesits paroxysm. The people in general, 
unaware of the difference which exists betwcen Protestantism and 
Catholicism, confound these two religions under this latter denomi- 
nation. They do not grasp the distinction which should be made be- 
tween the different nations of which Europe is composed, and give to 
Europeans the gencric name of ‘man from without,’ so that when 
trouble breaks out foreigners in China are all exposed to the same 
dangers.” They therefore call upon Europeans, in concert with them- 
selves, to seek by efficacious means a really lasting understanding, and 
wind up the letter thus :—* Consequently, with the view of protecting 
the great interests of general peace, and of remedying the abuses abuve 
pointed out, the Prince and the members of the Yamen have the honour 
to submit, for your Excellency’s examination, a plan of regulation in 
eight articles, which has also been communicated to thie representatives 
of other Powers.” : 

The paper goes on to say: ‘The facts which are stated in this 
memorandum have been chosen as examples among many others to 
demonstrate whatis irregular in the acts of the missionaries. . . . The 
object is to separate the tares from the good grain ; to punish the-wicked 
in the interests of the good. . .. The rules which we now Propose are 
the last expression of our firm will to protect the missionaries, aud have 
nothing in their import hostile to them. If they sincerely endeavour to 
conform themselves to them, good harmony might be maintained ; if, 
on the other hand, the missionaries consider these sume rules in the light 
of attempts upon their independence, or contrary to their rites, they may 
cease to preach their religion in China. The Chinese Government treats 
its Christian and its non-Christian subjects on a footing of perfect 
equality ; that ia the evident proof that it is not opposed to the work of 
the missions, In return, the missionaries, allowing themselves to be 
duped by the Christians, do not adhere faithfully to their duties. From 
this state of things a hatred by the masses must result, which it will be 
Very difficult to combat, and a general overthrow of order, which will 
make all protection an impossibility. It would be far better from hence- 
forth to speak the truth frankly. 

I have thus endeavoured to give you the substance of a somewhat 
remarkable document, the report of the existence of which has excited 
the deepest interest among the Christian communities of Great Britain 
and America. In the belief that it aimed a blow at the very founda- 
tion of Protestant missions, and that in doing so the Chinese Govern- 
ment were relying upon a considerable amount of sympathy from an 
influential class in England, the matter had been Gravely considered 
by all the leading missionary and Bible societies, and discussed in the 
Supreme courts of the Scottish Churches, and in that of the Irish Pres- 
byterian Church. By each of these Churches, and by nearly, if not all 
the socicties to which I have referred, important deputationus were 
appointed to wait upon Earl Granville, and in conjunction with a large 
portion of the mercantile body connected with the East, and many 
members of Parliament, to represent to Her Majesty’s Government the 
extreme danger of the cirsis, and the necessity of maintaining, by a 
firm policy, the rights secured by solemn Treaty. It was clear to all 
who have any acquaintance with China, and any experience of the sub- 
tle diplomacy in which her statesmen are such adepts, that any aban- 
donment of Treaty rights in reference to missions would have led to 
agitation for other concessions, and in all probability to the occurrence 
of come disaster which would have broken up the peaceful relations 
existing between China and foreign Powers. And I am not sure thut 
it may not be well for statesmen to know the depth of the feeling that 
was roused in this country and in America by the apprehensions to which 
T have referred. 

Happily, if my view of the Chinese circular be the correct one, there 
is nothing to fear at present for Protestant missions, It is mae clear 
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in this official document, that the Chinese Government knows how to 
discriminate between the rival systems as exhibited in operation on 
their territory, And I do not doubt that advantage will be taken of 
this opportunity by the friends of the Gospel in China to bring out the 
principles, by which all Protestant missionaries in that country, without 
exception, are unifurmly governed, in respect of the matters dealt with 
in these eight articles. “As having been intimately connected with the 
management of the English Presbyterian Church’s Mission for the 
whole twenty-four years of its existence, I know the jealous care with 
which our missionaries have watched against any tendency on the part 
of the native Christians to seek, under the influence of the mission. 
exemption from the just claims to which they are liable in virtue of their 
Chinese citizenship. With the exceptions which, it is satisfactory to 
observe, are recognised by the Imperial Yamen—viz., contributions to 
idolutrous festivals and to the expenses of local divinities—and in their 
resistance to these things the Christians have been often made to suffer 
the bitterest persecutions—they are uniformly taught by Protestant 
missionaries their rightful subjection to the laws of their own country, 

And speaking of our missions, I am entitled, without being considered 
boasting, to say thut we have never had a single case of difficulty or 
grievance appealed to Peking, although we have often been indebted to 
the good offices of Her Majesty’s Consuls in obtaining from local officials 
the redress of wrongs, and the softening of asperities, exercised against 
unoffending native brethren. 

I cannot conclude this letter without asking our friends who are 
interested in its statements to unite in giving thanks to Almighty God 
for his protecting care over our missionaries and the Christian converts 
in China. I feel profoundly thankful that our fears on the present 
occasion have been so signally disappointed. And while those who 
conduct these important missions in a field so difficult, and where there 
are 80 many specinl causes of trial, have need of great grace and great 
wisdom and tenderness in all their actings, I am sure I shall not appeal 
in vain for much prayer to the God of all gracc, that He may bestow all 
that is needed, and may enable us to carry on with increasing zeal and 
with a manifest blessing the work on which already He has so graciously 
smiled.

Two papers relating to affairs in China have been issued by the 
Foreign-office. One of them is a Circular of the Chinese Govern- 
ment on the missionary question, communicated by the French 
Chargé d’Affaires. The Peking Government, with a view of Te- 
moving the increasing animosities among the population, arising 
from the operations of the missionaries, submit a series of regula- 
tions which they suggest should be observed by foreign missionaries 
in the Chinese Empire. The Orphanages, it is proposed, should 
be removed to Enrope, or, if continued in China, only the children of 
necessitous Christians should be received into them, and notice 
given to the authorities of their entrance into and departure from 
these institutions. Women should not be allowed to enter churches, 
nor should Sisters of Charity live in China to give religious in- 
struction. Missionaries should not shield offenders against the 
laws, and should themselves be liable to punishment by the authori- 
ties for breaches of the law. It is also urged that the mission- 
aries should not clandestinely go to other places than those for 
which they have a passport, that they should not attempt to smuggle 
contraband articl.s, that they should observe Chinese cnstoma, 
that they should not admit persons who have committed crime 
to the privileges of religion, and that they should not seek 
to obtain land for the bnilding of churches except in an open 
and avowed manner, and in compliance with the usual legal formali- 
ties. These rules, the circular saya, “‘are the last expression of our 
firm will to protect the missionaries, and have nothing in their im~ 
port hostile to them. If they sincerely endeavour to conform them- 
selves to them good harmony might be maintained ; if, on the other 
hand, the missionaries consider these same rules in the lights of at- 
tempts upon their independence, or contrary to their rights, they may 
cease to preach their religion in China.” 


TO THE EDITOR oF “THE TIMES.” : 

Sir,—The Chinese despatch, the telegrams of which have caused 20 
much anxiety in some quarters, turns out to be totally different from 
what had been expected. 

It now appears that it deals exclusively with the Roman Catholic mis- 
sionsin China. Every one of the examples cited to prove their cage 
occurred in provinces where no Protestant mission has ever existed. 

Moreover, the difficulties that have arisen with the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy are familiar to us as having occurred in one age or another 
in every country in Europe, in the assertion of their superiority to the 
common law, and in the attempting to shield their own order from its 
due execution. 

It is satisfactory to all who are interested in the progress of 
Proteatant missions in China, to know that no charges are brought 
against them in this document; on the contrary, it encourages us to 
hope that the continuance of a prudent and conciliatory course in the 
prosecution of their work will ensure a continuance of peace.— Youra,

Chineze from the port of Macao. 
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THE CANTON AFFAIR OF 1856. 
(Translated from the Hamburg Borsenhalle.) 

The leader in one of our Jast numbers made allusion to the cause of 
the bombardment of Canton in 1856. The follwing details have been 
furnished to us by # witness of this memorable event. A vessel con- 
stracted after Chinese models known as a “lorcha” named Arrow, 
of about 150 tons capacity, arrived at Canton with a cargo of salt, and 
as this article isa Government monopoly farmed out, the article can be 
imported only with permission of the farmer, which in this case not 
having been obtained, the vessc] was liable to confiscation. The price 
for such permit was at that time high, and, therefore, strong crew and 
armament was obtained for the conveying vessel, to combat, in many 
cases successfully in bloody fight, the Chinese customs guards. 

In consequence of denunciation of acts of piracy committed by the 
crew of the Arrow, the Chinese authorities made greater exertions and 
increased their watchfulness for the -purpose of capturing the Arrow, 
in which they succeeded ; and the crew, consisting of Chinese only, were 
taken and brought into the city of Canton, within the walls of which, at 
that time, no European, dared to set foot. 

About the real ownership of the Arrow it was ascertained that no 
native Englishman had a share in it, but that she was owned solely by 
Chinese; that these Chinese navigated here in virtue of a colonial 
sailing letter (pass), that this sailing letter had expired for somo time, 
several months, and not been renewed and that, consequently, at the 
time the Chinese authorities confiscated the Arrow, according to Sir 
John Bowring’s opinion, was not entitled to protection by the English 
flag. 

Sir John Bowring at that time was Governor, her British Majesty’s 
Plenipotentiary and Superintendent of Trade. In his despatch on this 
subject (which was laid before Parliament) to the Acting Vice Consul, Mr. 
Harry Parkes (afterwards Sir Harry Parkes),he declared most positively 
that the Arrow was not entitled to carry the British flag, and advised 
not to give any assistunce from British authorities for the liberation of 
the Arrow and her crew. 

Before this answer from Hong Kong reached Canton, Mr. Acting 
Vice Consul Harry Parkes, being urged on, had communicated to Yeh, 
Viceroy of the two Kwangs, Regent over forty-five millions of subjects, 
his ultimatum—either the release of the crew of the lorcha Arrow 
within twenty-four hours, or, in case of non-compliance, to see Canton 
bombarded. 

Yeh sent the captured crew to the Consulate, to avoid further cause 
of etrife, but declaring, at the same tire, that the English Government 
had acted unjustifiably, and by doing so made itself the protector of 
pirates. Without doubt this answer was written in an irritable state of 
mind, and must have been in an insulting (verletzendcn) style, because 
Mr. Acting Vice-Consul Harry Parkes made a second ultimatum to 
Viceroy Yeh, in which he demanded an apology within twenty-four 
hoars, and, in case of refusal, threatened again with the bombardment 
of the city. 

A superficial knowledge of Chinece rank and official ceremonial 
(etiquette) will not wonder that he, the Viceroy, looked at such a threat 
from an acting Vice Consul as an immoderate brag, which it would be 
impossible for an English Adiniral to carry into effect. Yeh did not give 
an answer within the limited time, and the bombardment of the city of 
Canton with a population of two millions commenced. The further 
course of events, the taking of the Taku forts, the plundering and burn- 
ing of the Imperial Palace, the Yu-min-Yun, the taking of Peking by 
the united forces of England and France, do not require to be recalled 
to mind, not even to that of the Chinese. 

In Peking sits Mr. Wade, in Japan Sir Harry Parkes, both on the 
watch to guard England’s position in Eastern Asia, if the successors of 
Lord Palmerston will permit it. The practical conclusion to be drawn 
from it is, that it is safer to have a vessel under the Hong Kong Colonial 
flag than under the flag of the colony of Helivoland.

MR. WADE’S SAFETY DESPATCH. 

The Despatches from Mr. Wade and Vice Admiral Kellett re- 
specting the State of Affairs in China have been published in 
the form of a Blue-book. The volume commences with a letter 
from Mr. Wade to Earl Granville, in which the former describes 
the condition of China as being generally tranquil, Hankow being 
the ‘tone place about which he felt some anxiety.” This was in 
March last, and Mr. Wade adds :— 


T have not failed to expose the slackness of the Chinese Government 
in the matter of the Tientsin Massacre, the ineptitude which has d:siin- 
guished its proceedings both hefore and since the event. The penalty of 
these may indeed yet be to be inflicted by the Pow: r most outraged ; and 
it ia impossible to predict, if France decide upon hostile action, the extent 
to which foreign interests, those of France included, may be compromised. 
We can certainly not afford to diminish our naval force in these seas. 
If the assumption be correct that the people heretofore well 
disposed are everywhere becoming hostile to the foreizner, the foreiguer 
mast shortly elect either to conquer the country or to leave it; to my 
eye there is no indication of such a chunge. 


This is followed by an extract from the North China Herald, in 
ee & correspondent at Tientein writes, under date March 16, 
1871 :— 


In reapeet to the conduct of the Chinese people at Tientsin towards 
foreigners, I have only to say that I have observed no difference from 
any of the previous winters during the last ten years, since the opening 
of this port to foreign trade. We have gone up to town as we used to 
do, and did not meet with abuse or molestation iv the slightest degrec. 
Several of the residents have been up the country, and returned sound 
and safe, having had no compluint against the people of the interior. 
Dr. Treat, an American medical missionary, has just arrived here ; and 
we learn he has been in various parts of the interior of the province 
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during the last few months, and was everywhere treated with civility by 
the people. In the interior of the North of China, north of this to 
Mongolia, and west of this to Shanse, all has been tranquil, and no bands 
of robbers have appeared. The Vic-roy of this province, Li-hung 
Chang, has resided during all the winter at Tientain, as the Edict 
stated he would do which mentioned his appointment to the post, in- 
stead of at Paou-ting-foo. He removed into the Yamen formerly oecu- 
pied by Chung-how, just before the setting in of the cold weather. 


In December, 1870, Mr. Medhurst informed Mr. Wade of the 
proclamation issued in Shanghai under the seal of the Taoutai, of 
which he had received a translation in Mr. Wade's despatch of 
ae ci han On the 29th March last Mr. Wade wrote to Earl 

ranville :— 


There is nothing remarkable, as Mr. Medhurst seems to think, in its 
appearing merely under the seal of the Taoutai. Had that officer put 
it forth as from himself, he might have been charged with taking from 
its importance, . . . IT myself have been in the habit of regarding 
the population of Shanghai and its vicinity as the last from which any- 
thing like aggreasive action was to be looked for. 


On the 2nd November, 1870, Ting Futai, Governor of Kiang- 
su, wrote to Mr. Consul Medhurst respecting an attack on four 
English gentlemen, fortunately unattended by any serious conse- 
quences :— 


The Governor knows that all trade (and intercourse) between forel 
and Chinese ought to be protected, as provided for by the Treaty. It 
appears, however, that Englishmen, while on a shooting excursion, bave 
been pelted in Su-chow, and the priests in the pagoda have used threat- 
ening language to them, in order to extort money, and these priests are 
greatly to blame, and this ill-treatment is much to be deplored. His 
Excellency does net know whether the priests did get anything out of 
the Englishmen, but if they did they must be severely punished, 60 as 
to prevent any recurrence of the same annoyance. His Excellency has 
therefore ordered the magistrate of (Su-chow) to iustitute a strict in- 
quiry, an’ get at the root of the case, 

With reference to the Tientsin outrage, 90 soon as the writer reached 
that place he, in conjunction with the authorities on the spot, took 
most stringent measures for arresting the criminals, and, moreover, em- 
ployed detectives in the cities and provinces beyond, who seized and 
brought up to Tientsin all the ringleaders and accomplices. 


The correspondence closes with Admiral Kellett’s statement that 
the river Peiho was open to.navigation, and everything quiet and 
satisfactory in China and Japan in April last.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Hawsora, June 13. 

The German Parliament is still in session, but according to the latest 
arrangement will be prorogaed the day after to-morrow, as the follow- 
ing day is fixed for the triumphal entry of the Guards into Berlin, 
whilst the rest of the army will be represented by small deputations 
from each regiment, in selecting which those officers and men decorated 
with the Iron Cross will have the preference. It must be confessed that 
the members have been very industrious and have got throngh a great deal 
of public business, but there is still a hitch in passing the Bill for the 
pensions of soldicr~’ wives whose husbands were killed in the war, and 
of the men invalided on account of their wounds, the difficulty 
being not only to agree as to the amount of the pension, bat 
how to draw a line between those able and unable to work any 
more. The most important Bill, however, and of the greatest in- 
terest to your readers, is that for compensating the German ship- 
owners for their losses, which hus just bern passed by the Par. 
liament. It recognises not only their right to compensation for 
vessels captured and condemned by French prize courts, or sunk by the 
enemy ut sea, but also for loss of earnings by being obliged to remain 
idle for many months in a neutral harbour, or take shelter ina port of 
refuge, and remain there till the end of the war. The Staats-Anzeiger 
publishes a first list of forty-eight vessels belonying to the first category, 
condemned by Admiralty Courts prior to the 2nd of March; there are 
abvut a dozen that have been condernned since then, and between thirty 
and forty that have not been condemned at all, and will probably be 
returned to their owners, muking a total of about one hundred vessels 
captured. The number of thuse detained in f reign ports by the war 
from fear of capture amounts on the other hand to several thousand, 
and it will naturally take a long time to liquidate the claims of their 
owners, as each case must be separately examined into. On a« rough 
calculation it is estimated that all these compensations will amount to 
ten millions of Prussian thalers, which will be paid out of the war in- 
demnity to be received from France. 


Tn the above mentioned pension Bill is a clause providing that the 
time of officers, marines, and seamen employed in a German ship of war 
on service in any station in the East of Asia shall count double for 
pension or promotion, reckoniny from the day such vessel leives the port 
of her departure to the period of her return to the same. There was no 
difficulty about paxsing this clause (No. 49 of the Bill), as the members 
all appeared to recognisc the justice of the principle, and it passed with- 
out a division. 

The Hamburg Borsenhalle contains an article giving a very succinct 
and interesting historical account of the progress and development of 
the Russian avd China Telegraph from the original crude proposal of 
Mr. Schiffner in 1854 down to the final completion of the line on No= 
venber 28,1870, on which day the first telegraphic message was sent from 
Nicolayefak to St. Petersburg. 
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The Sedan steamer left this port on the 8th inst. for Singapore and | 
China via the Suez Canal.* A dty or two before her departure she was 
inspected by a considerable number of gentlemen interested in the trade, 
with whom were several ladies, The prospectus of a new steamship 
conpany, to be called the “ Deutsche Dampfechiffs Rhederei in Ham- 
burg,” has just been issned under a very influential board of directors, 
includins the firms of J. C. Godeffroy and Son, Wm. Oswald ani Co., 
and Wachsmuth and Krogmann, with a capital ofa million marks banco 
in shares of 1,000 m.b. each, which may be increasod to any amount by 
resolution of the majority of the shareholders. It is proposed to build 
or purchase four steamers of about 1,000 tons each to he employed under 
the German flag in whatever trade appears the most advantageous with- 
out binding them down to any one particular trade; these steamers 
are to be furnished with engines on the economical double com- 
pound principle. The project has met with such general concurrence 
and support that, as I am informed, all the shares have been taken up, 
and a general meeting will be held next week to deliberate on the 
* statutes ’’ or bye-laws and declare the company “ constituted.” 

COMMERCIAL. 

There is but little to say about the produce markets, which are generally 
very calm, but prices are mostly well sustained. There has been a mode- 
rate demand for tea, both for consumption and shipment at former 
rates, and the same may be said of cleaned rice. No sales of rough are 
reported. More attention is paid to pepper, and prices are a shade 





higher. Refined camphor is much inquired for, and prices have risen 
considerably, 
HOLLAND.

RorrerpaM, June 15. 

The result of the elections is favourable for the Liberal party, not- 
withstanding that the Conservatives have compared the Liberals to 
the French Communists. The Liberals have oniy lost one seat, Mr. 
Sloet van de Beele being replaced in the district of Arnhem by the 
Count van Zuylen. The Ultramontane party has lost none of its 
members. The anti-revolutionists—Mr. Groen’s party—was too dis- 
organised, and had no influence upon the result of the election. The 
Conservatives have lost up to this moment (the results in the dis- 
tricta of Dokkum, Alkmaar, Middelburg, Goes, Breda, are not yet 
known) six seats. Messra. van Lynden, van Goltstein, van der Hucht, 
Insinger and Bichon were not re-elected, and Mr. Kalff is replaced by 
Mr. B. Brouwer. Three other Conservatives ( Messrs. Kien, van Har- 
denbroek and ’s Jacob) did not obtain a sufficient majority, so tbat 
fresh elections must take place between them and three other can- 
didates. The Liberal party has won an enormous victory, and is con- 
siderably reinforced. 

The members of the Firat Chamber have finished their examination 
of the Budgets in the section, and the reports are very satisfactory for 
the Ministers. The debute will, I think, be very short, and that the 
Budgets will be approved of there is no doubt. 

Yesterilay the elections for members of the Second Chamber took 
place throughout the country. There were in almost all cases very 
sharp contests, the Conservatives being desperate now that Mr. Groen 
has declined to co-operate with theirs and the Ultramontane parties. 
The results I will forward to-morrow. 

As was the case at date of my last letter dealings in our stonk markets 
have again been very limited, and on the whole there are hardly any 
material changes in leading stocks. There is no doubt a great deal of 
money is now seeking investment, but our capitalists are waiting for the 
financial operations of France, it being the opinion that they can invest 
their money there in, a very advantageous manner. 

The temperature has become more genial, and for some days past 
the weather has been fine. The crops are, however, still very backward, 
the harvest will be late, and the ultimate result is still very uncertain, 
which, of course, has a very unfavourable influence upon our grain 
markets, where prices are very fluctuating. 

A collection is being made on behalf of the soldiers who showed 
such manly conduct on board the steamer Willem IJJ., and who have 
lost all they possessed. 

COMMERCIAL. 

No alteration worth notice has taken place in the gencral features of 
our produce market, which continucs to exhibit a healthy appearance 
fur most leading articles, without there being much activity. Cotton 
has further advanced, whilst Tin has materially improved, In conse- 
quence of the rise in London. 

Corrze has remained in a healthy position. The demand keeps 
active, and the deliveries, which are steadily progressing on a large 
scale, bear evidence of extensive wanta, so that prices are firmly sup- 
ported. The following shipments of private importations changed hands 
since my last, viz., 1,815 bags Java, ex Noach III., 2,764 bags Padang, 
ex Maria Sarah and Zaanstroom ; 1,500 bags Java, ex Nagasaki, 300

THE INTERNATIONAL C2EDIT AND TRADING COMPANY, 

ROTTERDAM. 

The annual meeting of shareholders of this company was held here 
on the 12th inst. The report of the directors gives a very clear view of 
the state of affairs of this company. According to the altered statutes 
several accounts, which had proved to be doubtful or bad, have be-n 
cleared and discharged. Some plantations, with which the company is 
in connection at Java, are reduced toasafe figure. The two tobacco 
plantations in Rembang and Bezoekie, belonging to the company, which 
have given such very unsatisfactory results, have been entirely written 
off. Moreover, the culture on account of the company will be stopped, 
and the lust crop will be sold in the course of this year. Great care 
was taken during the eventful ycar 1870 not only to provide for 
every contingency, but also to leave as much as possible the capital 
free. The directors, through their agents in Java, have sold the 
suyar estate Ketanen (in the Sourabaya residency) to be delivered next 
year, at a very satisfactory figure. Taking into consideration the 
liquidation of doubtful accounts which has been effected and the liberal 
provisions which have been made for further decline in value of the re- 
mainder of the merchandise in the company’s hands, it may be said, 
‘that the present basis of the operations is a very sound one. The di- 
rectors have much pleasuro in stating that the agencies at Java have 
worked very well, and that the increase of commission money fairly 
shows that the amounts of goods sold and produce bought on account 
of constituents has considerably augmented during the past year, which 
offers the best proof that parties have been satisfied. The relations 
with several agricultural undertakings are generally very satisfactory, 
but nevertheless the directors have taken measures not to extend this 
branch of business, in order to keep the capital as much as possible free. 

The results of the year 1870 were a profit of f.413,001.314, viz., com- 
mission f.268,938.33, interest 87,888.82, sundries f.56,174.16, total 
f.413,001.81$; whilst the losses were: general expenses f.169,800.78, 
loss on tobacco plantations, crop 1860-70, f.54,466.09, sundries 
f.55,830.35, discharge of old accounts f.118,760.72, total, £.398,912.94; 
leaving a net profit of f.14,088.375. * 

Of this profit a sum of f.5,428.52 is payable as a bonus to the Java 
directors, so that a favourable balance of f.8,659.85) remains, with 
which amount the directors propose to open the account of profit and 
loss for next year, whilst the reserve account, resulting from the capital 
set aside to cover the unfavourable balance of previous years, amounts 
to f.36,569.90}. 





EARTHQUAKE IN CHINA. 
(NEW YORK TIMES.) 

Onor Minister in China, Governor Lowe, has forwarded to the Secr > 
tary of State the following translation of a report of an earthquake in 
Bathang, in Szchuen, made by the Chinese Governor-General of the 
province in which it occurred :— 


T have ascertained that Bathang lies on a very elevated spot be- 
yond the borders of the province, about 260 miles west from Li-tang, 
and more than thirty post stations from the district town of Ta-taien, 
on tite high road to Tibet. 

About 11 o'clock a. sw. on the 11th of April, 1871, the earth trem- 
bled so violently that the Government offices, temples, granaries, stone 
and store-housea and fortifications, with all the common dwellings and 
the Temple of Ting-Lin, were at once overthrown and ruined. The 
only exception was the hall in the Temple grounds called Ta-Chao, 
which stood unharmed in its isolation. 

A few of the troops and people escaped, but most of the inmates 
were crushed and killed under the falling timber and stone. Flames 
also suddenly burst out in four places, which strong winds drove about 
until the heavens were darkened with smoke, and their roaring was 

mingled with the lamentations of the distressed people. On the 16th 

the flames were beaten down, but the rambling noises were still heard 
under ground like distant thunder, and the earth rocked and rolled 
like a ship in a storm, at the mercy of the waves. The multiplied 
miseries of the affitcted inhabitants were increased by a thousand fears, 
but in about ten days matters began to grow quiet and the motion to 
ceace. 

The grain collector at Bathang saya that for several days before the 
earthquake the water had overflowed the dyke, but after it the earth 
cracked in many places, and black, fetid water spurted out in a farious 
manner. If one poked it the spurting instantly followed, just as is 
the case with the salt wells and fire wells (in the eastern part of the 
province); and this explains how it happened that fire followed the 
earthqnake in Bathang. 

As nearly as is ascertained, there were destroyed two large temples, 
the offices of the Collector of the Grain Tax, the local Magistrate and 
the Colonel, the Ting-lin Temple, and nearly 700 fathoms of wall 
around it, and 351 rooms in all inside; s!x smaller temples, number- 
ing 221 roome, besides 1,849 rooms and houees of the common people.

2,298, among whom were the local Magistrate and his second in office. 

The earthquake extended from Bathang eastward to Vany-chah- 
muh, westward to Nan-tun, on the south to Lin taah-shih, and on the 
north to the salt wells of A-tuntsz, a circuit of over 400 miles. It oc- 
curred simultaneously over the whole of this region. In some places 
ateep hills split and sunk into deep pits; in others, hills on level 
spots became precipitous cliffs, and the roads and highways were ren- 
dered impassable by obstructions. 

The people were scattered and beggared like Autumn leaves, and 
this calamity to the people of Bathang and vicinity was really one of 
the most distressing and destructive that has happened. The Governor- 
General twice memorialised the Emperor respecting it, who granted 
aid to relieve the misery, reopen the roads between the post-housea, 
and rebuild or repair the offices and dwellings as they were needed. 
Many are now resuming their occupations, and the roads are every- 
where passable,

The queation was wheter the shareholders of the Albert were subject 
to an unlimited liability to indemnify these companies. His lordsnip 
held thit the latter were entitled to an indemnity, limited, however, 
to the funds and assets ofthe Albert. They muat therefore take their 
place with the other creditora.

seldom offered to them.

Monetary and Commercial. 


We gather from a circular issued by Mr. F. M. Page, that the 
total export of bullion and specie during the month of May was, 
to China and Japan, £98,743, to the Straits, £112,660 ; and during 
the first five months of the year, to China and Japan, £546,083, 
to the Straits, £545,644. 

The opening of the direct telegraphic line to Hong Kong and 
the announcement of the departure of six steamers with the new 
season's teas has been the chief topic of the week. Most of these 
messages were received in five hours. 

The report of the British Indian Submarine Telegraph Company, 
preparatory to their meeting on the 21st inst., has just been issued. 
Tt states that since the last meeting the lines of the British In- 
dian Extension and the Cnina Submarine Telegraph Companies 
have been successfully laid. The gross receipts of the company 
for the six months ending March 31 amounted to £42,644 ; and 
the expenses to £17,316, leaving a balance of £25,328 for distri- 
bution, out of which it is proposed to pay a dividend of 43. per share 
free of income-tax, which will absorb £23,750, leaving £1,578 tobe 
carried forward. The receipts for April and May were £21,797 
equal to8 per cent. per annum, after deducting expenses. 

The report of the Ceylon Company, in anticipation of the meet- 
ing on the 20th inst., states that the net profits of the year amount 
to £53,712, including £6,963 brought forward; out of which it 
is proposed to pay a dividend of 6 per cent., free of income-tax, 
which, with the interim dividend paid in December last, and 
£5,000 carried to reserve, will absorb £49,445, and leave £4,267 
to be carried forward. 

Mr. Ludwig Wiese, of Mincing. lane, lately a partner of Messrs- 
Sidmssen and Co., of China, has joined the Board of the Chartered 
Bank of India, Australia, and China.

“ The amounts received from rents on property and other sources in 
April have not been forwarded by the last mail from Egypt, and are, 
therefure, not included. These items in the preceding month (March ) 
amounted to £1,004 173. 4d, 

“Surprise has been expressed that the separate tonnage of Freach 
vessels passing throuzh the Canal is found to be comparatively larger 
than that of British ships, but this is easily explained by the fact that 
the thirty-eight British, together 44,448 tons, were chiefly composed of 
merchant ships, whereas the four French, together 2,741 tons, which 
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traversed the Canal during the same period last April, consisted of the 
Corrgse and the Japon, French Government transports, the Ava, 
belonging to the Messageries Maritimes, and only one French merchant 
ship of 839 tons. 

“It is somewhat curious, and has been a subject of remark in 
France, that since the opening of the Canal the French should have 
made no effort to construct ships adapted to its use, whereas England's 
example in this respect has been actively followed by Holland, Russia, 
and other countries, where powerful shipping companies have been 
formed for that purpose. 

“It may not be superfluous to add that the Canal has now a depth of 
water throughout of twenty-six English feet.

Fair to good mediam 
have been inquired for at rather higher prices; sales chiefly 
consist of second hand parcels. Good to finc have been dificult 
of sale, as algo finest. Amoy kinds show no alteration. In new- 
make Congous about 8,000 boxes, received by Overland route, have 
been sold, chiefly from 1s. 10d. to 1s. 11d. per lb., a few realising 
2a. 2d. per lb., showing a fall of about 3d. per lb. on previous sales. 
Oolongs: A few fine have been sold at full prices, but generally they 
have been difficult of sale.

In the Lyons market, according to Messra. Arles Dufour and Co.'s 
Circular, the progress of the Earopean silk crop has continued to at- 
tract the chief attention of dealers. In Spain the result is now ascer- 
tained to be quite equal to that of last year. In France the wet and 
cold weather of the past few days is interfering with the gathering of 
cocoons, and may prove prejudicial to the yield in silk. Prices in that 
country have consequently risen. In Italy it is too early to form an 
exact opinion, particularly for Piedmont, bat in lombardy, Frioul, 
Tuscany, and Naples the crop will, in quantity, be at least equal to 
that of last year. Prices, therefore, have not experienced any ap- 
preciable changes. Business, which until now had been exceedingly 
quiet, has been reviving a little during the last week, but the heavi- 
ness of the stocks, both of raw material and manafactured goods, 
coupled with political and financial difficulties and the threatened im- 
position of a duty on imported silk, are expected to check any impor- 


tant rise.
